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1. The jet fighters with fuselage stups, which were stationed 
at the \1t y.connewitz (N 52/u 84) airfield, had no wire grid 
on the air intake, but the aporture was divided by a horizontal 
partition, After a flying interruption of about 10 ninutes 
the engines were started again and a singing noise of medium vower 
with the sound of rhythmicai svroxes was seara at first. the noise, 
which was not that of a two-cylindcr gasoline engine, was pos- 
aibly produced by an clectric stertcr operating a priming 
pump. After running about 60 seconds the noise diminished to 
a gureline sound which swelled to a deep=pitchea roar. *
